Where are the two great poli¬ 
tical organizations next dividing the country on 
matters of momentary concern, whilst each kept 
true to one duty, of presenting a wall of brass 
around the great object of common protection ? 

Gone! crumbled away, gradually but certainly, 
under the mining process which they could neither 
remedy nor prevent. Where is the elaborate as¬ 
sociation of 1850, which sought to fix upon the 
segis of the Union a Medusa’s head, with which 
to turn all the enemies of slavery into stone? 

Gone to ruin, like all the rest ! Neither is it fair 
to say that this has been brought about by the 
work of men’s hands. The power of the anti¬ 
slavery organization, as such, has at no time been 
adequate to produce similar results. Always 
numerically feeble, always looked down upon by 
its more powerful neighbours, it has yet seen its 
principles gradually working their way into their 
vitals, until nqw that there is little left to oppose 
their progress, and yet that party itself appears 
little more in the ascendant than it did at its com¬ 
mencement. —.

rfime' 'writing’from the South, presents the 
following picture: 

“The North is the field for the opponents of 
slavery. They can do more good there than here. 
Until your press, your churches, and your politi¬ 
cians evince more stamina, and so long as slavery 
is so directly profitable to. breeders and owners, it 
will never be abolished. On my way here from 
New York, I have passed more than one thousand 
negroes, in gangs of from twenty to eighty, under 
the charge of white human beings, called traders, 
the most revolting specimens of men, in morals, 
appearance and conversation, that I ever saw. 
They are looked upon by respectable men here 
with loathing, and until they get rich (for it is 
very lucrative), and retire from the business, they 
have no social position whatever. Mobile and 
New Orleans are the principal depots for these 
droves of stocks, and the business for the past year 
baa been poor, to judge from the representations 
of the dealers. The sickness here, last summer, 
took off sadly from the profits of the trade. All 
honour to New York for Seward’s reelection. 
The wheel of progress is moving. He is looked 
upon here as the embodiment of N orthern feeling 
(not Abolition exactly) that will, at some distant 
period, put an end to the system that disgraces 
us as a nation.” 

Crueltv — Slave Heroism. —A correspondent 
of the same paper furnishes the following sad 
details of Southern cruelty and slave heroism: 

“In November last, while on a tour in the 
Southern States, on account of my business con¬ 
nections in Vermont and Massachusetts, upon the 
plantation of Mr. H— W—-, in VY ayne County, 
Mississippi, a negro, for some trifling offence, as 
pretending sickness, was sentenced to twenty-five 
fashes, on the bare back, to be given at his plan¬ 
tation, in presence of his wile, and all the other 
slaves. He was tied, hand and foot, in a moat 
painful manner, in a dark hole, called the ‘ black 
hole,’ until the punishment was inflicted, which 
was done in the most inhuman manner. After an 
attempt, and only for appearance sake, to cure his 
wounds, he was dismissed to the field, in a misera¬ 
ble condition. In about a week, be was strong 
enough to avail himself of an opportunity offered 
him to escape ; and, taking no clothing but what 
was absolutely necessary, he went to a large 
swamp in the vicinity; and, in about two hours, 
he heard the horrid baying of blood-hounds, or, 
as they call them, “ negro dogs.” After most ter¬ 
rible agony for forty-eight boms, and the slightest 
possible chance of escape, he was left alone; and 
then commenced his trials. In a State the most 
inhuman in the Union, with no friends to assist 
him, not even the necessaries of life, I met him,. I 
gave him a suit of clothes, some money, and, by 
dint of concealment in the daytime, and only 
travelling at night, he passed through Kentucky, 
and arrived in the land of freedom—i, e., on the 
borders of Ohio —in January, 1855. The weather 
was intensely cold, his feet horribly frosted, his 
clothes tom to shreds, but his heart uplifted by 
the hope of liberty. Meeting some kind friends, 
as they always do in Cincinnati, he was working 
manfully, in a secret place, to obtain money to 
go to Canada; and by this time he is well on the 
way, or I would fear to expose his whereabouts. 

I have since heard, from a friend of mine there, 
that his wile received ten lashes, for aiding in his 
escape. He is determined to coin enough money 
to buy his faithful wife, and both to live in a free 
State, where slaveholders and bloodhounds are 
not the boast of the community.” 

SOUTHERN TESTIMONY. 

The following editorial letter, in the Utica 
Morning Herald, is a voucher for Uncle Tom’s 
truths: 

“ It will be remembered that the work of Mrs. 
Stowe, soon after its appearance, was denounced 
by the ‘ conservative ’ press, and pulpit even, as a 
‘ tissue of lies,’ made up of impossible horrors, arid 
designed as a studied misrepresentation of the 
slave system. The New York Observer rolled up 
its eyes in holy horror, and called upon Heaven to 
witnesss that the enormities portrayed were enor¬ 
mities of the authoress’s imagination. Its echoes, 
religious and secular, denied that there were any 
Degrees at the South ; denied that families were 
separated at the auction block; denied that blood¬ 
hounds were kept on the larger plantations, to hunt 
up such ‘fugitives’ as might take it into their 
heads to run away; denied that women were 
flogged like beasts, on their bare backs; denied 
that young mulatto women were sold as mistresses 
to any one who paid most; denied that slaves 
were flogged to death and roasted alive; denied, 
in short, everything except that slavery was bear 
tifec in its influences alike upon black and white. 

“ I took some pains to verify, both by observa¬ 
tion and the admissions of Southern men, the 
statements of ‘ Uncle Tom’s Cabin.’ Most of the 
results I have already given. I spent less than 
three months in the Southern States; I saw, of 
course, comparatively little of slavery. And yet, 
during this short period, I did see families sepa¬ 
rated at the auction block; children that were 
almost white tom from their frantic mothers; 
beautiful slave girls sold to ugly-looking men; 
vigorous mulatto women bring high prices on the 
recommendation that they were ‘ good breeders’; 
delicate women Hogged by brutal overseers; 
bloodhounds chained up in their kennels for the 
avowed purpose of * hunting up ’ runaway ‘ chat¬ 
tels.’ And these things are so common—are re¬ 
garded so much as a matter of course—as to 
create no surprise or comment. ‘An occasional 
flogging does a nigger good,’ remarked a very 
good-natured and gentlemanly individual to me, 
one day, on a Mississippi steamboat; ‘ some can 
‘ get along without it for a long time, while others 
‘want it every few days. Some niggers'seem 
‘ to like it. It does ’em good. They grow fast 
‘ under it. Give a nigger ’nough to eat, and an 
‘ occasional walloping, and he is the most happiest 
‘ creature alive.’ 

“ 1 What do you think of “ Uncle Tom’s 
Cabin ? ” ’ I asked a gentleman in New Orleans, 
and a slaveholder to boot. ‘ A great work, Sir ; 

‘ true, every word. If yon remain in New Orleans 
* long, you will find out the truth of most of it. 

‘ The fidelity of her portraitures is wonderful. It 
‘ seems to me that she must have repeatedly visited 
‘ the slave-markets and auctions of New Orleans 
‘to have painted them as she has.’ ‘But,’I re¬ 
marked, ‘ while a great many people admit that 
there are Legrees in the South, they claim that 
such characters are only exceptional.’ ‘Mrs. 
Spowe,’ remarked the gentleman, ‘ does not intend 
‘ Legree as the type of a class of slaveholders ; she 
< only illustrates through him what may and does 
‘ sometimes occur under the operation of the slave 
‘ system.’
